Another step toward uniform state legisia- 
tion governing divorces and marriages was 
taken yesterday when the executive com- 
mitteé of the Illinois commission on uniform 
marriage and divorce laws met with Judge 
Kavanagh and discussed drafts of three bills 
to remedy present conditions. 

An invitation has been issued through 

the presse to all members of both houses 
of the state legislature to attend the 
regular meeting of the full commission 
this afternoon at 3:30 o’clock in Judge Kava- 
nagh’s chambers. A vote will be taken to 
decide what bill to submit to the general as 
sembly. 
Former Judge Jesse Holdem, Prof. Ernst 
Freund of the University of Chicago, and 
Judge John F. MoeGoorty each presented 
drafts of proposed bills. 


Here Are Some Provisions. 


Some of the provisions of these bille are: 
That a marriage contracted in another 

state to avoid the prohibition of the Linots 

statutes shall be void im tite state. 

That a merriage contracted in this state 
to avoid the prohibitions of the N 
any other state shall be whale hg 

That one of the parties to the marriage 
m affidavit aa to the names, 
ages, birthplaces, relationship: and pre- 
vious marriages, if afiy, of both parties 
before a license hall be granted. 

That an interval of Afteen days must 
elapse between the application for and 
the granting of a marriage license. 

That all applications of imbeciles and 
persons under the influence of Hquor 
shall be refused, 

That the states attorney be made a 
party to every divorce case, with powers 
to make an investigation with a view to 
discovering collusion or fraud. 


Mrs. Bass Supports All. 


Many of these provisions were considered 
too radical by members of the commission 
and it was argued that the legislature would 
de inclinéd to throw out all the provisions 
for this reason. Mes. George Bags, president 
of the Chicago Woman's club, the only 
woman present, got only agreed heartily to 
all of them but pleaded that more attention 
be paid to the physical features of proposed 
legistation. She asked that epilepsy and 
several other diseases be named as bars to 
matrimony. 

Judge Hugo Pam also expressed himself in 
favor of the provisions as a whole. 

“It's a mistake to go to the legislature 
with any but the best bill possible, said 
Judge Pam. “It puts our state on record 
ae being in the forefront in obtaining re- 
forme.” 

Similar views were expressed by State 
Senator John M. O'Connor 


Kavanagh Wants Quick Action. 

Judge Kavanagh said the present legis- 
lature was the best in thirty-five years, and 
consequently this was the time to act. 

Prof. Freund's suggestidn which prohfbits 
persons unqualified to marry under Illinois 
laws marfying in a néighboring state with 
more lenient laws and then returning to live 
in this state was opposed by all except Mrs. 
Bass, Judge Pam, afid Senator O'Connor. 

The. second section prohibiting residents 
disqualified in their home states from marry- 
ing in Unnols resulted ih a tie vote. 

An effort to make the question interna- 
tional instead of merely applying to the Unit- 
ed States was defeated. Mrs. Bass was the 
only member voting in favor of such a move. 

The vote taken on the provisions was in. 
formal, and they will be submitted again 
today. 

Freund’s Provizions in Detail. 

Prof. Freund's provisions in detall were as 
follows; 1 

1. If any person residing and intending 
to continue to reside in this state is dis- 
abled or prohibited from contracting mar- 
riage under the laws of this state or coun- 
try and then contracts a marriage else- 
where, prohibited and declared void by 
the laws of this state, such marriage shall 
be null and void in this state, with the 
same effect as though such prohibited 
marriagé had been entered into in this 
state. 

2. No marriage shall be contracted in 
this state by a party residing and intend- 
ing to continue to reside in another state 

or jurisdiction it such marriage would be 
void if contracted in such other state or 
jurisdiction, and evéry! marriage ele- 

| brated in this state in Violation of this 

provision shall be null and void.

The fact of organic evolution is no longer 

échated by biologists. The discussions among 
biologists have arisen in reference to the 
preposed explanation of evolution. These 
discussions have confused outsiders, because 
they imagine the fact of evolution is being 
discussed rather than some explanation of 
it. For exampk, there is a wide impression 
that Darwin is the author of theory of evo- 
lution and when it is known that Darwinism 
fe being attacked by biologists, the infer- 
ence is that if natural selection goes, evolu- 
ton goes. Every proposed explanation may 
be proved inadequate and still evolution re- 
mains to be explained.

Although there is considerable difference of

It would be as 
impossible for the biological sciences to go 
back to the pre@volution standpoint as it 
would for astronomy to go back to the Pto- 
lemaic theory—as impossible as it would be 
to put the fully developed ariimal back into 
the egg from which it came.

In reply to your question, Does modern 
science still believe in evolution? I would 
say, most emphatically, Yes. The only ques- 
tion in the minds of biologists is as to the 
manner in which evolution has occurred. 
The ideas of Darwin are less generally ac- 
cepted than formerly, but this means only 
that our conclusions concerning the method 
of evolution are different from his. Our point 
of view is consequently changing, but it may 
be said without qualification that no evidence 
against evolution and an overwhelming vol- 
ume for it has been discovered.

I feel impatient over the statements of 
certain religious teachers that evolution has 
collapsed. It seems such a manifest evi-

Sixty Young Models on View. 

After the dinner, and speeches, and the 
music, the assembly moved hestra hal! 
to watch sixty young models display the crea- 
tions of Chicago designers. 

A huge American flag was used as a eur 
tain. The stage was set with cherry trees 
in blossom, a rustic bridge, and a few benches. 

The models tripped slowly across the stage 
—white charmeuse, striped volle, white cot- 
ton crépe, Copenhagen blue Bedford cord, 
and all—turned slowly around or sank grece- 
Milly on to the benches and then left. 

There were 214 garmente shown and they 
included almost every article in woman's 
dictionary of clothes. There. were several 
varieties of bathing. suits, evening gowns, 
motor coats, and opera cloaks. There were 
afternoon gowns and walking gowns, over- 
coats, blouses, and three piece costumes.

The themes of most of the exhibits seemed 
to be taken from the costumes worn in the 
Turko-Bulgarian war.

Most of the 
gowns are of the Hug me tight order and 
are gathered close about the knees and hips. 
These tight fighting robes are borrowed, like 
some of the colors, and some of the trimming, 
from the Turko-Bulgarian war costumes.

HERE TO PUSH NEW er 


1 Woman's City Club Mem- 
bers to Help End Waste 
a Bad Food. 


Mrs. Elmer Black, a 8 of the New 
Tork terminal market commission, came to 
Chicago yesterday for the purpose of start- 
ing a movement for a municipal terminal 
market in Chieago. 

She spoke at a meeting of the W 
City elub., whose food committee has been 
investigating the possibilities of a municipal 
market. Mrs. Black asserted that many of 
the food evils, ineluding old and unfit food, 
the high cgst of transportation of foods, and 
the profits n middle men, would be 


b eliminated. 


The city would not go into a competing 
business if it should establish such a market 
as Mrs. Black advocates. It would merely 
furnish a place where the producer could send 
his goeds; knowing beforehand, by communi- 
cating with a market master, what the de- 
mand for them was afd where the merchant 
could buy direct from the producer. 


Markets in All Sections. 


Mrs. Black's plan includes a system of mar- 
kets resembling a wheel: The central mar- 
kdt would be at the hub. There would be 
district markets at the radial extremities, 
convenient 40 all residential districts. The 
central market would have market halls 
connected with ratlroads and waterways and 
equipped wtib cold storage cellars, hydraulic 
hoists, running water to every.stand, and a 
staff for administration and food inspection. 

The initial expense would be between 
$7,000,000 and $10,000,000. This would yield 
an annual income, according to Mrs. Biack, 
of from $125,000 to $1;000,000, judging from 
results in Kurepean cities. The money would 
come from rents on stands, tolls on vehicles 
using the market, on produce. sold from 
freight cars and wagons, on the refrigera- 
tion chambers, water supply, scales, and 
other market facilities that would be used. 


Finds Enormous Waste Here. 


It seems a shame, said Mrs. Black, that 
Chicago, the greatest food market on earth, 
should have no better market facilities than 
those of South Water street and Randolph 
street. There is an enormous loss in Chicago 
on account of the amount of trucking that has 
to be done before produce is celivered to the 
kitchen. . 

“In New York 45 per cent of the cost of 
toon goes to distribution. Much of the costly 
team work should be eliminated by running 
freight cars under the market halls and 
hoisting the vroduce to and) from the cold 
storage cetiars with e¢léctric appliances. 

Another method of economy is to have 
public auctions conducted by public offi- 
claic under bond not to trade on thelr own 
account. To such auctioneers# the distant 
growers can consign their produce under 
conditions that will speedily @8tabligh con- 
fidence, especially if a dally official report 
of market prices is iseved as a check on trans- 
actions in foodstuffs.’’

LOSS IS PLACED AT 5,000. 


Vietors Take Several Towns and Press 
Along Gallipoli Peninsula.

LONDON, Feb. 7, 3a.m.—A Cobstantineste 
dispatch to the Daily News say heavy fight- 


ing has been going on for two days in the 


Gallipoli peninsula and that the Bulgarians 
have won all along the line. The Turks, on 
their pwn admission, have lost 5,000 men. 

The fighting. began on Tuesday. The Bul- 
gars advanced from Kadikeul towards 
Kavak, which the Turks occupied. The fight 
lasted until evening, when the Turks retired 
to Bulair. Another Bulgar force on the Mar- 
mora coast occipied hyriophyto. 

It is reported the Bulgars before leaving 
Rodosto burned all the military buildings. 

It is assumed the Turkish lines.at Bulair 
and across the neck of the peninsula are well 


defended by modern works, which ought to 
offer effective resistance. Fighting at this 


» point should bring the rival fleets into the 


operations, but mo naval movement has 


been reported. 


Ask Protection in Adrianople. 

SOFIA, Feb. 6.—The ministers of the pow- 
ers in Sofia today conimunicated to Premier 
Guechoff the request of the consuls at 
Adrianople for permission for foreigners to 
leave the town or for the establishment of 
a neutral zone for their protection. 

Premier Guechoff declined to accede to 
the request. He said in explanation there 
was no precedent for foreigners leaving a 
besieged place under similar circumstances 
anc there were weighty reasons why Bul- 
garian headquarters could not grant such 
permission. Nor could a neutral sone be es- 
tablished, he said, as no guarantee could be 
given that shells would not accidentally fall 
within the gone, and consequently great dif- 
ficulties would be created for the troops en- 
gagec in the operations. 

Dardanelles Goal of 

The main object of the Bulgarian armies 
apart from the reduction of the fortress of 
Adrianople was disclosed in dispatches given 
out by the war office today.

Plan Use of Bond Issues. 

Trustees Clark and Paullin would pay the 
cost of the improvements marked with an * 
in the above tabulation from bond issues. 
They class as permanent improvements the 
right of way for the Calumet-Sag canal, 
the canal itself, the widening of the south 
branch of the Chicago river, the intercepting 
eewer systems for the town of Cicero, ans 
ton, and other north shore suburbs, and the 
Jackson boulevard and the Twelfth street 
bridges. The amount they believe will be 
spent on these improvements this year totals 
51.380.000. 

“If they were paid for by bond lesues as 
they should be,“ said Trustee Paullin, *' the 
cash in the treasury would be eugmented 
by their cost, It is a recognized policy that 
permanent imprévememts should be con- 
structed by bond issues. The people who will 
obtain benefit from the expenditures should 
bear part of the expense. There is no valid 
reason why the taxpayers should be bur- 
dened unnecessarily to get permanent im- 
provemente. The cistrict now haga property 
which cost over $70,000,000 It was ob- 
tained by bond issues and there is now out- 
standing only $17,600,000 in bonds. 


Point Reasons for Variations. 

The difference in the amounts to be spent 
for the various purposes is explained by 
Trustees Paullin and Clark. Mr. Sullivan 
places the amount to be paid in bonds at in- 
terest at $2,600,000. The other two trustees 
said 31,700,000 is the right amount. They 
asserted in the bond statement of Mr. Sul 
van, bonds and interest are included to the 
extent of $800,000 which are not due unt!

Ald. Nance Asserts. Future Project 


Outranks Efforts Made Here. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) © 

New York, Feb. 6.—[{Special.}—A.commit- 
tee from the delegation of Chicago aldermen 
and sanitary experts who have been visiting 
various cities in search of information and 
ideas on the sewage que called on 
Mayor Gaynor at the city hell this forenoon. 

The committee consisted of Ald. Nance and 
Pretzel, and Thomas M. Sullivan; Fred Breit, 
and Charles K. Reading of the manitary dis- 
trict trustees. * : 

Mayor Gaynor chatted with the committee 
five or ten minutes, saying some pleasant 
things about Chicago and Mayor Harrison, to 
whom he wished to be remembered, and then 
referred the delegates to George A. Soper 
for the technical matters they desired to in- 
quire into. Mr. Soper is president of the 
Metropolitan Sewage commission. 

The committee went to see Mr. Soper and 
found him thoroughly informed en the sew- 
age problem. He said the commission, of 
which he is head, is trying to work out a com- 
prehensive pian for sewage disposal in New 
York and hopes to provide for the city’s needs 
for the next fifty years. 


Learn Plans for New York. 

At present New York dumps its sewage 
into the adjacent rivers, but. it is planned 
to gather ft all into one sewer, which prob- 
ably will have to be fourteen feet in diameter 
and carry it to some place far down in New 
York harbor. There an island will be made 
and a plant installed for treatment of the 
sewage. - 

Just what method wii) be used has not yet 
been worked out. Chemical treatment of the 
nonsolids is one of the suggestions. It is 
said there is a method of obtaining chlorine 
from salt water by electrolysis, and this may 
be taken advantage of. 

The committee spoke of the filter beds seen 
at Atlanta and Baltimore. Mr. Soper said 
it would require by that method 180 equare 
miles to Alter New York's sewage. Mr. 
Soper spoke highly of the ability of Langdon 
Pierce, the engineer to the drainage board, 
and said leughingly: ‘“ We tried to get him 
away from you.” 


Sees New York Behind Chicago. 

Ald. Nance, in commenting on what he had 
seen and heard here today, said New York 
was twenty years behind Chicago In the 
matter of sewage disposal, but that New 
York was ahead of Chicago in planning for 
the future. He said New York was going 
about sotving the problem in an enlightened, 
scientific way, and was providing for the 
city’s requirements for years to come. He 
believed Chicago ought to handle this ques- 
tion In the same way. 

“It ig not right,“ he said, “for the city 
simply to dump ite sewage, ae is now being 
done. It should be collected and scientifical- 
ly handled in some of the modern methods, 
cither by filtration or chemical treatment, 
It is time for à great city like Chicago to 
have some definite system of finally dispos- 
ing of its sewage and not merely pass the 
thing along, I believe this will be the con- 
uston reached as a result of the delega- 
Uon's investigations.”

Ald. Nance tried to see Aseistant Dietriat 
Attorney James B. Reynolds to learn some- 
thing about the investigation of the so-called 
white slave eval but Mr. Reynolds was fll.

It is a credit to a good many Democrats 
im congress that the false economy repre- 
sented by the attempt to cut down the na val 
program does not appeal to them. These 
men must be relied upon to rise above party 
considerations in behalf of considerations 
of national security. 

Especially encouraging are the remarks of 
Representative Robert E. Lee of Pennsy!- 
vanla, a Democratic member of the naval! 
affairs committee, who proposes that if there 
is opposition to the two battleship appropri- 
ation the “ pork” bill—in other words, the 
public buildings appropriation—be held up. 
As Representative Lee says: We got along 
last year without a public buildings appro- 
priation bill. We can get along without one 
this year with less danger to the country 
than would come about through the crippling 
of the navy.” 

This is hard sense and patriotism. 

The irony of this economy appeal is that 
its chief champions are burnett of Alabama, 
who is engineering the “ pork barrel bill, 
and Sherwood of Obio, who last year pushed 
through the $75,000,000 pension inérease. 

The old American war cry, “ Millions for 
defense, but not one cent for tribute,“ is 
paraphrased by a certain active and influen- 
tial type of congressmen as “ not a cent for 
defense, but millions for tribute to local sélf- 


ishness and politica! influence.” 


PERFECTING THE PAROLE. 

Not merely as a measure of humanity but 
as one of sound social economy the system 
of probation of offenders has been replacing 
the crude and rigid punitive system of other 
days. But the probation system is compara- 
tively new and like all new things—if not 
all old ones—has its defects and limitations. 
It is important, therefore, to avoid an un- 
wise enthusiasm which in its zea! for the 
reform itself neglects the faults of its appli- 
cation. 

Criticism of the probation machinery lu 
Illinois has not always been intelligent or 
even honest. It has sometimes been both, 
and it is to méet the latter and devise means 
of safeguarding the system from abuse and 
of making it more efficient that a conference 
has been called for Monday and Tuesday at 
the City club. - Representatives of the most 
influential organizations interested in social 
conditions and public officials concerned with 
the practical working out of the law will 
talk things out. Especially important to the 
success.of the conference is the attendance 
of judges whose practical experience gives 
weight to theories and whose official duty 
it is to help perfect the administration of 
justice, to move with the times and help 
direct that movement. 

The movement away from the arbitrary 
and mechanical in the administration of lawg 
and toward the socially constructive is a-part 
of the progress of civilization. The proba- 
tion, or parole, system is an important feat- 
ure of this movement and deserves the best 
thought for its perfecting. 


PROPOSALS IN WRITING. 

There is a bill pending before the Massa 
chusetts legislature which if made a law 
would prevent any woman from starting a 
breach of promise suit unless she can pro- 
duce a written marriage proposal from the 
man ehe sues. 

The bill was not introduced im jest, bu 
as an earnest effort to curb adventuresses 
and others who attempt blackmail under 
“the ostensible excuse of a broken engage 
ment to marry. The bill le all right as far 
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tor him, and that William A. Cunnea, the 
Socialist candidate who ran second, was de- 
prived ot 287 votes which had been cast for 
him, a difference of 1,154 

Errors in count and tabulation may be ex- 
pected, but the variance between the result 
obtained by the recount and that reported 
by the precinct election officials rather stag- 


ance is one of intent and not of mistake. 

It has been axiomatic in the election com- 
missioners’ office that a recount increased 
the leader's plurality. Tests, such as was 
ordered to determine whether the contest 
against Mr. Hoyne could be sustained, have 
proved to the full satisfaction of the contest- 
ant that a recount of the city or county en- 
tire would only increase the winner's lead. 
This has been the rule. In such cases if the 
election were dishonest, the dishonesty was 
not in the count. It could not be determined 
by opening the ballot boxes and finding that 
the officials hed reported figures they did 
not have the ballots to sustain. 

Ordinarily a fraud of this kind would be 
safe if the winner's plurality were large 
enough. A large margin discoufages con- 
test, and the result is accepted. The ballot 
boxes are not opened, and the fraud, if per- 
petrated, is hidden. 

Mr. Hoyne’s plurality was large enough 
to discourage a contest, but his opponents, 
Rinaker, Republican, and Cunnea, Socialist, 
were confident they possessed information 
justifying a demand for the opening of the 
ballot boxes, and the recount of the four 
wards selected as a test is a serious reflec- 
tion upon the honesty of that election. 

„A credit. of 867 votes to a. candidate for 
whom they were not cast passes beyond the 


fraud as anything discovered in an election 
in Chicago since the establishment of the 
election commissioners’ office. 

It does not fallow that a recount of the 
entire county will dispossess Mr. Hoyne of 
office. His margin is large, and it is far 
from certain that the other thirty-one wards 
and the country districts will show any such 
discrepancies. That probability does not 
affect the necessity of continuing the ex- 
amination. : 

This election looks bad, and there must be 
a full discovery of what wasdone. Wehave 
become accustomed to accept election re- 
turns as honestly indicative of the voters 
intent. The danger of an office being filled 
by the dishonesty of precinct officials has 
seemed remote and little to be considered.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 
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OHN GORDON SANDILANDS, who is 

en route td western Canada, where he 

has extensive landed interests, enjoys 

the title of Master of Torphichen, as 

the oldest surviving son and heir of 
Lord Torphichen, whose name must be pro- 
nounced as if written Torfiken,’’ with the 
accent on tHe first syllable. 

The eldest sons of all Scotch barons and 
viscounts are known by the title of master,“ 
as those who have read Robert Louis Steven- 
son's novel, The Master of Ballantrae,“ 
will recollect. 

The Master of Torphichen is unmarried, 
is in the neighborhood of 80, and is heir not 
only to his father’s peerage but also to his 
estates, including Calder house and the lands 
of Calder, near Edinburgh, which have been 
in the possession of the family since early 
in the fourteenth century. 


_— 

Lord Torphichen's peerage is the only one 
which owes its existence to the Knights 
Templar. 

Sir James Sandilands was at the time of 
the reformation prior to the Scotch langue, or 
branch of the Knights Hospitallers of the 
Temple, sometimes known as the Knights 
of St. John. 

As such, hé enjoyed a place in parliament, 
not only among .the prelates, for he was 
bound by vows of celibacy, but also among 
the great barons, in right ot the lay barony 
of Torphichen, which was comprised in the 
property of the order. 

Sir James was led by his father’s close in- 
timacy with John Knox, the reformer, to 
become a convert to the doctrines of the Re- 
formed church, and, resigning his ecclesias- 
tical] office and possession to the crown in 
1564, received thereupon from Mary, Queen 
of Scots, a grant Confirming to him, his heirs 
and assigns, the lands and the baronies be- 
longing to the order in Scotland. 

He continued to bear, no longer as prior of 
the Order of St. John but in his own right, the 
title of Lord Torphichen. Unmindful of the 
vow of celibacy, which he had been com- 
pelled to give on joining the order, he mar- 
ried Janet Murray of Polmaise. Dying with- 
out issue. his title of Lord Torphichen passed 
to his brother’s son, James. 

Since then the barony of Torphichen has 
descended in the male line direct, the pres- 
ent peer being the twelftn since the reign of 
Queen Mary. 


~~ 

Of course the history of the Sandilands 
family, of which Lord Torphichen is the 
chief, goes much farther back than the refor- 
mation. 

The first lord, in order to have been prior 
of the Order of St. John, in the days of Mary 
Queen of Scots, must have been able to show 
at least eight generations of exclusively 
noble ancestry, both on the father’s and 
mother’s side, genealogical qualifications of 
this kind being then, as today, indispensable 
to full knighthood of the order. 

In fact, the lairds of Sandilands in Doug- 
lasdale were already in possession of Sandi- 
lands in the thirteenth century, and obtained 
the lands of Calder, near Edinburgh, which 
are still owned by the present Lord Torphi- 
chen. early in the fourteenth century.

Washington, D. C., Feb. G- Special. 
President Taft has deen placed in the post- 
tion of upholding his secretary of commerce 
and labor or accepting the resignation of 
Daniel J. Keefe of Michigan, commissioner 
general of immigration. 

The row between thése two officials has ex- 
tended over a period of two years and cuimi- 
nated with the passage by congress of the bill 
applying the literacy test to immigrants. 

Mr. Keefe approved the measure in its early 
stages, assisting Representative Gardner and 
other members of the house in its preparation 
and filling them up with arguments to sup- 
port it in debate, Becretary Nagel is opposed 
to the literacy test and has resented the 
activity of Mr. Keefe. 


Taft Is Appealed To. 

The relations between the two men have 
become such that the forced resignation of 
Mr. Keefe became only a question of time. 
To prevent it Senators William Alden Smith 
and Townsend of Michigan appealed to the 
president today to require Mr. Nagel to be 
more courteous to and considerate of his sub- 
ordinate. 

Neither Mr. Nagel nor Mr. Keen will dis- 
cuss their differences. It is learned, how- 
ever, that for the last two years Keefe has 
not. been in the secretary's office, Hig rec- 
ommendations frequently have been disre- 
garded or disapproved, with the result that 
conditions are developing in the service which 
are not in the interest of good administration. 

The secretary holds that es he is responsi- 
ble for the conduct of his department, the 
policies he enunciates should be faithfully 
carried out by the under officials. 


Says Keefe Has Ignored Orders. 

It is asserted that Mr. Keefe has not given 
heed to the orders of his superior, that he 
has failed to execute them as he should have 
Gone, or has raised objections which have 
retarded action. 

The situation is further complicated by the 
fact that Mr. Nagel has been depending upon 
F. H. Larned, the assistant commistioner 
general of immigration, to carry out his in- 
structions. 

Whenever the secretary desired any in- 
formation about immigration affairs he has 
sent, for Earned and to him has given orders. 
This has developed bad feeling between 
Keefe and Larned. 

The latter is a Democrat, and it u charged 
by Keefe's frienes that he wants to be ap- 
pointed at this time as commissioner general 
in expectation that he will be continued in 
office by President Wilson. 


CABINET TO BE INCREASED 
BY SENATE IN FEW DAYS. 


Department of Labor Bill, Passed by 
House, to Come Up in the Upper 
Body Today. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 6.—[{Special.]—A 
new department of the government, to be 
known as the department of labor, will be 
created within the next few days. A bill 
establishing such a department already has 
passed the house. 

Senator Borah, who has charge of the 
measure in the senate, gave notice today of 
his intention to ask [te consideration tomor- 
row until disposed of. This méans that un- 
less executive business or appropriation bills 
interfere the bill will be passed and will be- 
come law through the approval of the presi- 
dent before the end of the week. 

Thus through the action of a Republican 
senate and a Republican president Mr. Wii- 
son will be empowered to appoint an extra 
cabinet officer. There will be ten members 
of the official family of the new administra- 
tion.

LITERACY TEST HARD HIT. 


Declared Bill Shuts Out Upright 
Men and Women Needed in 
This Country. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 6—(Special.}~ 
Arguments for and againet the immigration 
bill recently passed by congress were heard 
today by President Taft. The opposition 
was headed by a Chicago delegation, m- 
chuding Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
court, Julius Rosenwald, City Attorney N. 
L. Piotrowski, Grace Abbott of Hull House, 
and the Rev. Francis Gordon, editor of the 
Potish Daily Newa 

The principal support of the bill wae gived 
by officials of the Federation of Labor and 
numerous other organizations. 

President Taft took the arguments under 
advisement, but did not Indicate whether 
he would -sign or veto the measure. Hé 
asked many questions of the speakers of 
both sides and as a result the proponents 
of the bill are confident he will sign it and 
the opponents that ne will veto K. 


Will Handicap Farm Sections. 

Representatives Gabath and Gallegher in- 
troduced the Chicago delegation to the 
president, and Chief Justice Olson opened 
the argument for the opposition. 

I this bill becomes a law, he said, the 
practical operation of the educational test 
will result in shutting out thousands of able 
bodied upright men and women who are 
needed in this country, particularly in the 
farming sections. These immigrants are 
among the most desirable that come to our 
shores, but because they five in the rural 


‘parte of foreign countries their education 


frequently is deficient and they would be 
unable to pass the Hterary test. 

“On the other hand, admission would be 
given to the educated but idle classes of 
the cities of Europe, thereby adding to the 
congestion of immigrants in the large cities 
of this country. It would give a severe 
setback to agriculture in the United Stetes 
to exclude the clean, moral, physically 
strong agricultural classes of Europe just 
because of a deficiency in education." 


Discrimination Against Women. 


Grace Abbott asserted that the bill repre- 


sents a retrogression in American policies. 
“ We should not recede from the position 
which the United States has maintained 
for more than a century,” she said. “ We 
ought not to go back on the principle that 
thie country is now and forever the haven 
of the oppressed of all nations of the earth. 
“As to women the Dill represents an in- 
tolerable discrimination. On account of the 
disadvantage of women in obtaiming an edu- 
cation in many foreign countries thousands 
of worthy female immigrants would be 
turned away from our shores by the Mteracy 
test, while thousands of men, no more and 
perhaps less worthy, would be admitted. 
There should be an equal opportunity for 
women if they are to be delivered from the 
slavery and other terre conditione of their 
position in many foreign lands.” 


Puts Up Pilea for Poles. 

City Attorney wski argued against 
the bill on behalf of Poles, calling at- 
tention to the assistance given America by 
Polish patriots during the revolution. 

“The descendants of these patriots,” he 
ald, “are just as worthy ae were they and 
they ought not to te denied admission to 
the country which their forbears helped to 
establish.”’

Antipathy of neighbors to a farm for ani- 
was used for vivisection purposes is be- 
Meved by A. C Lehman, 1838 North Halsted 
street, to have resulted in the destruction 
by fire of his barn. He has decided to aban- 
don his bird and anima! store, thereby cut- 
ting off the pin money of many women who 
were engaged in raising white rats and mice 
for him. 

“T have orders for 10,000 white rats and 
1,500 mice from research institutes, he said 
yesterday, but the opposition to my busi- 
ness has caused me to give it up. Women 
are my great suppliers. The theory that 
they are afraid of rats and mice is ridicu- 


lous. They bring them in here by thousands. 


Woman Brings in 50 _ 

“Why, one woman alone came in here, 
welled. carrying no less than fifty rats. She 
had grown so fond of them while raising 
them that she had a name for each and wept 
when she handed them over. 

“Another woman, who lived at Paulina. 
street and Jackson boulevard, had forty 
brought here in a wagon. My boy waited 
half an hour while she gathered them up 
in her rooms, where they occupied bureau 
drawers, bed mattresees, and every other con- 
ceivable place. 

“She cried at having to part with them, 
but said that she was moving and was com- 
pelle¢ to give up her pets.

their confidence and tell exactly what they. 


are doing. There are many hard working 
judges, and I have been told there are oth- 
ers.

“Every once in a while we elect more 
judges, but I never heard the clogged dockets 
are being relieved,"’ added Commissioner 
Mitchell.

The charges will be regulated by 
agreements among the competing co@ipanies 
and will be fixed primarily with reference 
to what the traffic will bear, and only geo- 
ondarily, if at all. with reference to the cost 
of service to the carriers. 

“The tolls to be paid by the navigation 
companies will be part of their operation ex- 
penses. If exempt, the steamship compan- 
jes virtually will ceceive a subsidy equal 
to the amount of tolls not collected.” 

Dr. Johnson referred to the negotiation 
pending between the English and American 
governments: 

“If we arbitrate and lose, he sald, We 
must return ali the tolls collected previously. 
If we arbitrate and win, we will only have 
established our right to pursue a policy of 
éoubtful wisdom. The American people will 
insist that any treaty obligations shall be 
fulfilled. The national conscience may be 
relied upon to maintain our honor emong 
netions.” 

Who Gains by Exemption? 

Of the schedule of charges established by 
President Taft the speaker said this tariff 
would place the Sues and Paname canals 
upon an even footing as competitors. 

“They will not divert from the canal route 
much of the traffic of the west coast of South 
America,” he said. 

“Who will gain by toll exemption, the 
coastwise carriers or the general public?“ 
Asked the commissioner. He cited several 
reasons why exemption would be a benefit to 
the carriers, who would shirk their share of 
the expense of public money.

Carter, aged 60, for nine years a member of 
the Illinois Supreme court, five of which were 
served as the chief justice, died at his home 
in this city today following a stroke of par- 
alysis. Mr. Carter was first stricken five 
Years ago and had been in almost a helpless 
condition since. 

Former Judge Carter was born in Hardin 
county, Kentucky, in 1857. After graduat- 
ing from the University of Michigan in 1860 
he engaged in law practice in Quincy. Dur- 
ing the years of 1878-1882 he was a member 
of the Illinois state legislature and in 1604 
was elected to the Illinois Supreme court 
from the Fourth Illinois judicial district. 

In 1806 he was chosen as supreme justice 
of the tribunal. He participated in a num 
ber of important decisions and his record as 
a justice attracted national attention. 

He is survived by a widow and three chil- 
dren—Henry of Carson City, Nev., William 
of Quincy, and Mrs. Montague Ferry of 
Chicago.

Smaller Institutions in Outlying 


Sections Continue 


Steady Growth in Resources. | 


Many Adding Extra Facilities to Take Care of 
Wider Commercial Business Developed 
Among Customers. 


ENCOURAGED BY LARGE BANKS IN LOOP. 


Quite as noticeable as has been the growth 
of the lange downtown banks of Chicago in 
recent years—a growth that a year ago 
brought the total deposits in state and na- 
tional institutions to well over a don dol- 
lare—is the steady increase in the number 
and importance of the smaller outlying 
banks, caring for neighborhood require- 
ments. 


Five years ago there were thirty-two banks 
outside the loop, with aggregate deposits of 
around $46,000,000. Today there are three 

„ and thelr deposits are not far from 
$100,000,000. Some of this money is that 
which might have come to the loop banks, but 
a large amount is that which would have 
been hoarded otherwise. And instead of dis- 
liking the growth of the outlying Institutions, 
the downtown banks are doing a deal to en- 
courage those already in existence and assist 
in the formation of others. 


There are several reasons for this attitude, 
principally the fact that the peculiar service 
of the small local houses is welcome, refiev- 
ing the loop of a certain class of transactions 
which are better performed outside. There 
is also the consideration that the community 
bank serves as a feeder for the larger bank 
and expedites purely local commeroiail busi- 
ness. There is always the realisation that 
many residents, particularly housewives, 
would hesitate to come downtown to opén or 
continue accounts, but gladh go to the bank- 
ing house Around the corner. Here is the 
start of the saving habit, which better class 
bankers are doing their best to inculcate in 
the public mind. 


Hence the officials of the small banks are 
getting plenty of outside support, actual and 
sympathetic, and their own efforts are being 
aided to that extent. The result is shown at 
each new bank call. i 


The present bank calls-thab ot the national 
banke for condition as of the close of busi- 
ness Feb. 4, that of the state banks for con- 
dition ag of the opening of business 1 eb. 5— 
show the continued increase. One of the new 
state banks in Hyde Park exhibite a deposit 
gain of $115,000 since the ‘ast call, late in 
November. A national bank in Woodlawn 
shows a $100,000 increase, One of the north 
side state banks has increased its capital 
stock from $50,000 to §200,000 to take care of 
the increasing business and opportunity to 


' more money. 


This, by the way, calls attention to the 
fact that all new banks organising under the 
state lawe must have capital of $200,000 or 
more There are some organized years ago 
with smaller capital, but when their present 
charters must be renewed they will be forced 
to mmerease their stock. The controller stil! 
exercises his ¢iscretion in allowing commu- 
nity banks—outside the business district—to 
organize with less than §200,000 capital under 
the national banking act, but there is « 
position to insist on the larger amount 


There have been plenty of other individua! 
Increases. One noteworthy feature of each 
call is the steadiness with which deposits 
increase, for the outlying banks are not sub- 

to such wide fluctuations as broad busi- 

conditions bring about in the downtown 
bank figures. Practically all the smaller 
banks show a consistent gain over earlier 
years and a tendency toward — bank- 
ing business. ; 


This is illustrated by the bond sales. out- 
side the loop. Just as the resident learned 
that a few blocks away from his house there 
was a reliable bank, under rigid state or ne- 
tional supervision, examined regularly’ where 
he might deposit his savings or open his 
checking account, so he gradually discovered 
that there he might go for advice about con- 
servative investments for his savings when 
they had passed a sizable amount. The re- 
sult has been the opening of regular bond de- 
partments in many of these banks, operating 
in their purchases through the larger insti- 
tutions downtown, dut affording the deposi- 
tor opportunity to discuss the problem and 
select his amall bond at leisure. 


The commercial and industrial concerns in 
the neighborhood have readily recognized 
the value of a nearby banking house, where 
they could draw the weekly pay roll and keep 
funds for routine use. In some cases they 
have done something toward urging em- 
ployée to develop the saving habit by leav- 
ing part of the weekly wage at the bank. 


There is another tendency noted of late. 
A state bank on the southwest side found its 
commercial business increasing steadily, and 
to take care of it decided to chartera national 
bank. The two institutions are now operated 
by the same interests, dividing the incoming 
business so as to offer the moat suitable bank- 
ing facilities available. 


There is every reason to expect the outlying 
banking business to increase. The prime 
agency in their growth to date has been the 
upbullding of commercial districts In the res- 
idential communities. This factor is bound to 
become more important as each year wit. 
nesses the spreading of this community buai- 
ness. 


With the growth in the banking business, 
locality, will come the banker’s opportunity to 
increase hie facilities and offer customers in 
a mal way all they can obtain downtown 
in a large way. Here, too, will come the quick 
reaction—still more business. The education 
of the public to the need of bank supervision 
is destined to force some sort of examination 
by the state or nation of every institution 
that does a banking business, and with this 
assurance of safety there may be expected 
an increase in the way of deposits of money 
that is now hoarded in the residence. i
